A HERO GONE. 


DEATH ut A MAitxLAKi> rAiiMiLii v»iiu \\iniTh 


.V coMrAKroF CONFEUFJUTKCAVAUIY. 
Tho Middielown (Aid, )Kogister snys, "Mr 


Blessing, ono of tho oldest, most highly es 
teemed and intelligent farmers of this valloj 
died at his residence on Highland, in Cntoc 
tin district, at ten o'clock ^ou Wodncsdni 
night of last week, nged nearly eighty yonrs 
For about three years past, Mr. Blessing hnt 
boon severely afllicted with asthma, and i 


i this disease that caused his death. Dnr 


ing tho rebel invasion of 18(il, Mr. Blessing 
acquired the title of the ''Hero of Highland' 
on account of tho bravery he displayed 
protecting his property.

mortally wounded (ho died at Middletown).

shoot of the bai'u, where wo had a croKs firo 
on them. 
As they were retreating I fired, 


killing ouo on tho spot, nnd took tho other 
prisoner.
